had incinerated the bo dies o f 60,000 
tire and earthquake victims, acco rd­ 
ing to an o fficial dispatch to the Japa­ 
nese embassy here. 
Fo llo wing the first sho ck 011 Sept. 1, 
there wrere 1,319 separate sho cks re­ 
co rded up to 6 o ’clo ck o n the mo rn­ 
ing o f Sept. 6, the dispatch states, 
adding: 
“ The po pulatio n o f the who le affect­ 
ed area is 6,000,000. 
The pro perty 
damage, which, o f co urse, is immense, 
is no t y et determined o r estimated.

President Has Already Taken Up the

Washingto n, Sept. 12,—The federal 
go vernment will do every thing within 
its po wer to see that co al is made 
available to the peo ple o f the United 
States at reaso nable prices. 
This statement was made o fficially 
at the white ho use in respo nse to in­ 
quiries regarding Go verno r Pincho t's 
letter to President Oo o lidge, urging 
that pro mpt steps be taken to safe­ 
guard the public against pro fiteering 
as a result o f the 10 per cent wage in­ 
crease granted the anthracite miners. 
Mr. Co o lidge already had taken up 
the matter o f increased prices gro w­ 
ing o ut o f the hard co al co ntro versy 
with the United States co al co mmis­ 
sio n, and he no w will give the co m­ 
missio n so me further instructio ns in 
the matter. 
The white ho use spo kes­ 
man added: “The federal go vernment 
will take such actio n as is po ssible to 
secure the distributio n o f fuel to the 
peo ple o f the United States at as rea­ 
so nable prices as can be had.” 
Go verno r Pineho t. in hi* letter to 
the president, asserted that the wage 
increase agreed upo n by the miners

T he tests 
dem onstrate that a p ortable . carbon 
diox ide indicator for testing the ex ­ 
haust gases of a motor vehicle gives a 
IKbsitive indication of the ca rb ure tor 
adjustm ent, removes all guessw ork of 
such a d justm ent and is p erfectly fe as­ 
ible p ractically . 


Sam ples of G a s Tested.

LONG FIGHT WON BY LEGION 


Federal Judge Kiihts Holds Foreign- 
Born Obj ectors Not Entitled to 
Citizenship. 


Foreign-horn men who had conscien­ 
tious objections against serving in the 
United S tates m ilitary and w ere ex ­ 
em pted have been denied 
itizenship 
by Federal 
J u d g e John M. Klllits of 
Toledo, Ohio. 
This m utter has been 
the subject of a long and bitter tight 
by m em bers of the Am erican Legion 
throughout the country, and officials 
of 
the 
V eteran s’ 
organization 
were 
well pleased with the action denying 
to such men tin* rights of citizenship. 
Jud g e 
Killits. 
in 
his opinion, 
a * 
d a r e d that the court w as unable r<> 
see how any applicant, who, < n the 
grounds 
of 
conscience, 
objected 
to 
hearing arm s in his country’s defense, 
can ta k e the oath of citizenship w ith­ 
out reservations and that he, as the 
court, w as unwilling to accept any 
such oath with reservations to it. 
“W ithout 
any 
intention to reileet 
upon .the quality of the profession of j 
conscientious 
objector« ,” 
declared 
Jud g e 
Killifs. 
“ we 
feel 
that 
it 
Is 
enough tha t th* -sountry m ust endure 
the native born of that 
persuasion 
whose citizenship is a birthrig ht w ith­ 
out ex tending the num ber by the favor 
of the naturalization laws." 
M any 
posts 
of 
the 
le g io n 
have 
fought against g ran tin g of citizenship 
rights to such applican ts since the 
d o s e of the w ar, and, in a num ber of 
cases, the fight has been successful. 
T he Toledo instance, however, is be­ 
lieved to be the first decision of a fed­ 
eral court in the m atter. 


Ohio Is in Lead. 
Ohio leads all other states in the 
num ber of local voiture» of La Soclete 
des 40 Homines et 8 Ohevaux , the 
“playground of the Legion,” though 
only one-half of the state U organized.

estimated at 800,000 to 850,000 bushels 
of roughly cured seed.

Washington.—Substantial savings of 
gasoline by the periodical adjustm ent 
of carburetors based on the results of 
analysis of exhaust gases from auto­ 
mobile engines are said to be feasible 
by the Department of the Interior 
following experiments made by the 
bureau of miues on the ileet of motor 
trucks used by tile government fuel 
yard in Washington. 
As tile result of 
carburetor adjustments made by gas 
analyst? in the bureau's experiments, 
an actual Increased efficiency in mile­ 
age and saving of gasoline amounting 
to 22 per cent was attained. The tests 
demonstrate that a portable carbon 
dioxide indicator for testing the ex­ 
haust gases of a motor vehicle gives a 
positive indication of the carburetor 
adjustment, removes all guesswork of 
such adjustm en t and is perfectly feas­ 
ible practically. 
Samples of Gas Tested.

Full co-operation of the children's 
bureau of the United States Depart 
merit of Labor will be extended to the 
American Legion in the plan for care 
of dependent children of World war 
veterans. 
This assistance to the pro­ 
gram of the Legion 
on 
a 
problem 
which 
Legion 
leaders 
believe 
will 
eventually approximate care of dis­ 
abled, will bt* rendered in every pus 
table way, according to Miss Grace 
Abbott, chief of the children’s bureau, 
in charge of welfare work for the 
• government. 
Miss Abbott bas clearly omlin*d to 
I George A. Withers, chairman of I Do 
; Legion's national committee on chil­ 
dren’s homes, her Ideas of what the 
veterans’ organization should under­ 
take in this*work. 
In the first place, 
Miss Abbott says that every effort 
should he bent toward keeping the 
children of the Legion whose fathers 
have died, or are incapacitated, with 
their mothers or near relatives who 
are willing and competent to care for 
them. 
Miss Abbott declares that in 
the past it has been a common prac­ 
tice to take away children from the 
remaining parent if means ar** 
in­ 
sufficient to care for the dependents. 
Usually, according to child welfare 
workers, 
this 
operates 
adversely, 
J causing a double loss to 
the child. 
Sometimes a mother is 
allowed 
to 
J struggle on under a 
load 
obviously 
too great for her shoulders, and the 
family 
becomes 
demoralized—some­ 
times delinquent. 
Here, thinks Miss 
Abbott, is where the Legion poets may 
help in this portion of the problem 
by friendly help and care, and by 
lending assistance in the schooling. 
Miss Abbott says that foster homes 
are gen**ra!ly regarded tis better than 
institutional, 
if 
children 
must 
he 
taken from their parents or relatives. 
“Such an institution." declared Miss 
Abbott to Chairman Withers, “should 
he the last resort after every effort 
has been made to keep the family to­ 
gether, rather than th** beginning of a 
program. 
If you could get every post 
to report to the state department, and 
in turn to report to national head­ 
quarters as to the success in caring 
and providing for these children, help­ 
ing families to remain together, 
iii 
finding ways of providing scholarships 
for the education of the children, etc., 
then finally 
as to the institutional 
care which may lie necessary, I think 
you would make sure that the Legion 
children were having iii** right kind 
of opportunity for home lift*, for spe­ 
cial care, if physically defective in 
any way, and for education, which is 
their right.**

Its members should be named from

Another great step In the develop­ 
ment of wireless telegraphic transmis­ 
sion has been realized, says Senator 
Marcos!, who has returned to London 
after 
a 
two 
months’ 
experimental 
cruise in his yacht, accoying to a 
London dispatch. 
A system has been 
evolved by the Italian inventor where­ 
by wireless messages are transm itted 
with a minimum of electrical power, 
and at very low cost. 
"We have transm itted messages up 
to a distance of 2,250 railes, not only 
with a very much smaller amount of 
power and energy, but faster and more 
cheaply than with the ordinary system 
of long-distance wireless,” said Senator 
Marconi. 
"When the new system is adopted It 
will mean that a power Station for 
long-distance work can be erected at 
much less cost than at present. 
I have 
telegraphed on this system from Cape 
Verde island, off the African coast, to 
London. 
To send messages clearly 
and more rapidly over those 2,5*X) miles 
took less power than a message from 
London 
to 
Paris 
by 
the 
ordinary 
methods.” 
Senator 
Marconi 
explained 
that 
these advantages were gained by the 
utilization of waves that have not be­ 
fore been used. 
Given the necessary 
mechanical element, he said, messages 
could be sent clearly seven times taster 
than the present rate, and that the 
public and the newspapers ultimately 
would have the benefit of much cheap- 
er commercial charges. 
His opinion is 
th at wireless is only In its infancy, and 
that the future has in store greater 
marvels than have been revealed In 
the past. 
Commenting on recent experiments 
conducted by American inventors look­ 
ing to privacy in wireless telephonic1 
conversation, Senator Marconi said he 
was afraid such an achievement was 
still fa r off. 
”1 do not say that wire­ 
less telegraphy ever will he an abso­ 
lutely private m eans of transmission, 
hut i will say that in the future it will ( 
be possible to m ake it much more cli Hi- i 
cult for any one to get messages n >t i 
intended for rhein.”
